stricken in 
channel dive 


SANTA 
BARBARA, 
CAlif. (U P I)- 
" I felt like I’d had about 10 drinks,” said 
Rep. John V. Tunney, D-Calif., after he 
became stricken Friday when he made a 
200-foot dive into the Santa Barbara 
Channel to take a first handlookatan oil 
well leak. 
Tunney, son of former heavyweight 
champion Gene Tunney, experienced “ ni­ 
trogen euphoria,” a disoriented, drunk­ 
en sensation well known to divers, but 
emerged from the water unharmed. Ano­ 
ther diver, Tommy Thompson, saw the 
Democratic congressman floating aim­ 
lessly, grabbed him and helped him re­ 
gain control of himself. 
Tunney said he did not see any vege­ 
tation or animal life during the dive, but 
“ we saw quite a lot of oil. You could 
see it coming right up out of the sand.” 
The expedition of seven divers, 
in­ 
cluding four scientists, was sponsored 
by the Sierra Club to inspect and photo­ 
graph underwater 
damage done by a 
leak in an off shore oil well, which has 
smeared miles of Southern 
California 
beaches and threatened marine life in the 
area since late January. 
Tunney said he plans to push for an 
end of all drilling in the channel and urge 
congressional public hearing on what he 
said were “ secretly developed’’ govern­ 
ment drilling regulations. 
The City and County of Santa Bar­ 
bara Friday didn’t wait for Tunney.

Pope enters seclusion 
to meditate crucifixion

(UPI) - Pope Paul 
VI meditated on the joys of Easter and 
the sorrows of man in the quiet privacy 
of his chambers today. 
State officials 
visit Lompoc 
to tour Mission 


State officials visited Lompoc yester­ 
day on a fact-finding inspection of pro­ 
posals relating to the la Purisima Mis­ 
sion. 
Included in the group of touring digni­ 
taries were Senator Robert Lagomar- 
sino, Assemblyman Donald MacGilliv- 
ray, and William P. Mott, Jr., director 
of the State Department of Parks and Rec­ 
reation. Accompanying the group on the 
tour were Lloyd W. Lively, 
District 
Superintendent for the State Depart­ 
ment of Parks and Recreation, Eugene 
Forbes and Ralph Patey, members of the 
Advisory Committee for the La Purisi­ 
ma Mission. 
Patey said this morning that the group 
spent several hours yesterday touring 
the mission property and the Indian mu­ 
seum in Lompoc owned and operated by 
Clarence Ruth. 
Mott and others in the touring group 
expressed interest in the collection of 
Indian artifacts 
owned 
by Ruth and 
also in a proposal that a master plan 
be drawn up which will reflect the use 
of all the land at the local mission. The 
proposal is an outgrowth of a resolution 
passed last week by the Mission Advis­ 
ory Committee. 
Director Mott was motoring to Sac­ 
ramento from the Southland where he 
has been vacationing. He stopped in Lom­ 
poc at the request of the Senator and As­ 
semblyman. 


The pontiff slipped into seclusion at th ‘ 
end of a Holy Week that saw him public­ 
ly lament what he called “ schismatic” 
forces within the Roman Catholic church 
and mourn the crucifixion of Jesus 2,000 
years ago. 


Before he retired Friday night, the 
Pope bore a six-foot cross through a hea­ 
vy rain in observance of Good Friday. 
Then he told thousands of worshippers 
in the huge Colosseum that world peace 
will com» not by power but by the vir­ 
tues of Jesus: poverty, unselfishness, 
humility and justice. 


Pope Paul was to celebrate mass in 
St. Peter’s Basilica tonight, six hours 
before church bells across Rome ring 
out in celebration of Christ’s resurrec­ 
tion. 


The pontiff told the Colosseum audi­ 
ence: 


“ We want especially to pray for the 
peoples and regions where there still is 
no peace — in distant, ami to usspritual- 
ly close, Vietnam; in Africa, so grave­ 
ly stricken by an implacable struggle; 
in the country which was that of Jesus, 
where our thoughts and our best wishes 
are always present.” 


The flickering light of flaming cross­ 
es erected at the Arch of Constantine and 
Palatine hill just in back of the spec­ 
tators 
stood out in the night despite 
television floodlights as the Pope took up 
the wooden cross at the 11th station of 
the cross and carried it to the end 
of the ceremony. 


In earlier Good Friday services, at St. 
Mary Major church, the 71-year-old Pope 
took off his red slippers and walked in 
stocking feet to honor the crucifix. 


The somberness of the day was echoed 
by Vatican radio, which said the world 
rejects the church now as it rejected 
Christ 20 centuries ago.

Mechanical 
heart beating 
in man's chest 


HOUSTON (UPI) — Six months ago Dr. 
Denton A. Cooley said an artificial heart 
for use in human transplants was three to 
five years away. Friday night Cooley 
placed such a device in a 47-year-old Il­ 
linois man, the first such operation in 
medical history. 
Haskell Karp of Skokie, 111., a father 
of three, was reported in “ satisfactory” 
condition today. 
The artificial 
heart, Cooley said, 
eliminated the possibility of rejection, 
apparently eliminated the threat of coag­ 
ulation, and minimized the destruction of 
blo<xl vessels. 
But the device could only be consid­ 
ered as a temporary means of keeping a 
patient alive until a human donor could 
be found. “ A journey of a million miles 
can begin with only one step,” Cooley 
said. “ If everyone said we have this thing 
licked, we will be left holding the bag.” 
A human donor was almost found F ri- 
day night. 
A 31-year-old woman from Cleveland, 
Tex., who died after giving birth, was 
taken to St. Luke’s Hospital in Houston,a 
journey of nearly 50 miles. Her heart was 
kept alive along the way with a resusci- 
tator but it collapsed as her body was 
brought into the hospital. 
An administrator at the hospital said 
the earliest a transplant had ever been 
performed at St. Luke’s was nine hours 
after the donor became available. 
Friday night, Dr. Cooley could have 
transplanted the woman's heart into Karp 
in an hour and a half. 
The 
prospective 
donor 
remained 
anonymous at the request of her fam­ 
ily. Administrators said today there 
was no prospects for another donor. 
King honored 
across nation: 
some violence

Thousands of Negroes who march«! 
behind Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. took 
to the streets again 
Friday in solemn 
processions honoring their slain leader. 
Some of the demonstrations were marr­ 
ed by violence. * 
President Nixon sent a personal let­ 
ter to Mrs. Coretta King, the widow, 
and Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., 
commemorating the first anniversary of 
King’s slaying by joining a march in 
Memphis, Tenn., where the fatal shot was 
fired. 
Police clamped a curfew on Memphis 
when groups of Negro youths watching the 
march by 8,000 persons — the largest 
of many tributes 
staged across the 
nation —broke store windows and began 
looting. 
Disorders flared in Chicago, Kalama­ 
zoo, Mich., and Baltimore, Md. on the 
eve of the anniversary. 
About 300 angry Negro youths gather­ 
ed outside the Tennessee State Prison 
at Nashville, where King's admitted slay­ 
er, James Earl Ray, is serving a 99- 
year term. They ignored officials who 
pleaded 
that the demonstration could 
touch off trouble inside the walls and 
raised their fists In black power salutes. 
Ray could not see them from his ceil. 
About 10,000 National Guard 
troops 
were alerted in six states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and troops were on 
duty 
in Chicago, where rock throwing, 
looting and sniper fire erupted Thurs­ 
day night in ghetto areas. 
The Rev. Ralph David Abernathy, who 
succeeded King as head of the Southern 
Christian 
Leadership Conference, led 
the Memphis 
march past the Lorraine 
Motel where King was slain. Pausing 
there, Abernathy and Kennedy eulogized 
King.

Cooley said after the operation the 
artificial heart could keep Karp alive 
if a suitable human donor could be 
found “ in a week or so.” 
Karp’s wife and oldest son, Michael, 
22. remained in seclusion at the hospi­ 
tal today. His wife is reported in poor 
health and hospital officials thought it 
would be too much of a strain to let 
her make a public appearance. 
“ The mechanical heart borders on 
science fiction and is wishful thinking,” 
Dr. Cooley said Aug. 3 at a seminar in 
Long Beach. Calif. 
He told surgeons there a mechanical 
heart could never be more than a tem­ 
porary substitute for cardiac transplant 
surgery and he said it would be three 
to five years before the artificial heart 
could be developed. 
A few days later Dr. Donald C. Harri­ 
son. chief of the cardiology division at 
Stanford University Hospital in Califor­ 
nia said a 
secret government report 
“ says the manufacturing, insertion and 
servicing of artificial 
hearts will be 
the second largest industry in America 
in 20 years — second only to the auto 
industry. 
“ Personally, I think the report is a 
little optimistic,” Harrison said. 
Cooley, who has transplanted more 
human hearts than any otherdo« tor, took 
three hours to place the artificial heart 
into Harp Friday. Karp's original heart 
had deteriorated so much that he be­ 
came exhausted by the slightest jftysi- 
cal activity. 
The artificial heart, designed and built 
by Dr. Domingo Liotta, a native of Ar­ 
gentina, an assistant professor (4 sur­ 
gery at the liaylor College of Medicine 
in Houston, weighed '2 pound. A human 
heart weighs % of a pound. 
Dr. Liotta said the transplant, his 
first, worked like “ a dream. It Is so 
much easier on a human.” 
l iotta is not a regular member of 
Cooley’s transplant team and would not 
have helped Cooley transplant the heart 
of the Cleveland woman Into Karp. 
Within hours after the operation, Karp 
was able to lift his hands, wiggle his 
toes and nod his head on commands of 
the doctors. He could not speak because 
of tubes placed in his throat. 
The artificial heart, completed and 
ready to be inserted for weeks, was not 
mat »Hi to the electrical pumping device 
until Tuesday. 
When doctors first began to operate 
on Karp, it was not planned to insert an 
artificial heart. They planned to replace 
Karp’s diseased 
heart 
muscles with 
plastic muscles. 
But Cooley ordered the artificial heart 
inserted when he saw the condition of 
Karp’s heart. 
“ It could function a month of more, but 
more realistically a week or 10 days,” 
Cooley said of the mechanical heart. “ If 
the artificial heart proves to be a suc­ 
cess, it will permit us to retain life until 
a donor becomes available,” he said. 
“ The thing is built in a way that it 
can work indefinitely, but we must as­ 
sume in the initial trial that it is a tem­ 
porizing measure.” Cooley has con­ 
ducted 18 human-to-human transplants 
on 17 patients. 
The console that operates the arti­ 
ficial heart costs $20,000 and Is reusa­ 
ble. The heart itself costs $5,000 and 
can not be used again. 
Karp's transplant was the 124thinthe 
short history of such operations and the 
second Friday. A 35-year old Canadian 
woman received a heart in Canada's 
15th 
such transplanf Friday in Toron­ 
to. 
With the apparent success of these two 
operations, 42 heart transplant patients 
survive. 
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Smothers 
Brothers 
cancelled

ident of the Columbia Broad­ 
casting System television net­ 
work says the Smothers Broth­ 
ers Comedy Hour has been 
cancelled in a dispute over the 
show's m aterial, but the broth­ 
ers, 
Tom and Dick, say the 
network just wants them off the 
air. 
The Smothers, producers and 
hosts of the hour-long, Sunday 
night show, have been engaged 
for some time in a running feud 
with 
CBS 
over 
what 
they 
consider undue network control 
over 
the 
show’s 
jokes and 
satirical routines, which some 
viewers consider off-color or 
irreverent. 
CBS-TV President Robert D. 
Wood said P riday the show was 
cancelled because it had “ be­ 
come abundantly clear that the 
Smothers Brothers were unwill­ 
ing to accept the criteria of 
taste established by the net­ 
work’s program practices de­ 
partm ent.” 
Wood added that he regretted 
“ the necessity to term inate a 
program of such wide appeal.” 
After April 20, the network will 
televise reruns of the show until 
it expires June 15. 
Wood said the brothers “ had 
consistently failed to comply 
with their contractural obliga­ 
tion to deliver tapes of their 
program s in time for review by 
the network's program practi- 
cesdepartment and for preview 
by closed circuit to stations 
affiliated with the network.” 
In Los Angeles, Tom Smoth­ 
ers called Wood’s statem ent “ a 
lie.” Smothers said he had told 
CBS that he and his brother

“ I am convinced that there 
are substantial income tax reve­ 
nues escaping us because we do 
not have withholding, and I be­ 
lieve these legitimately owed 
revenues should be used to re­ 
lieve the over - burdened prop­ 
erty taxpayer," he said. 


Under his proposal, withhold­ 
ing would begin Jan. 1, 1970, 
and taxpayers would pay only 
half of their 1969 income 
lia­ 
bility in April 1970. He said this 
would spread the impact of 
withholding over two years in­ 
stead of one. 
The welfare financing fea­ 
tures of Duffy’s m easure re­ 
quire: 


—The state to assume each 
county’s share of welfare costs 
equal to the first 15 cents of 
property tax on every $100 of

There is a large gap bet­ 
ween ultra-modern Air Force 
m issilery and the arm s and 
equipment of military units of 
the past but that gap is bridg­ 
ed by Capt. Michael C Bau­ 
man almost daily. 
From his duties as Minute- 
man project officer, at Van- 
denberg AFB, Bauman returns 
home to work on his collect­ 
ion of more than 400 minia­ 
ture lead soldiers, represent­ 
ing the pageantry and color in 
the art of soldiering from the 
time of the Crusades to World 
War 11. 
“ I had the normal interest 
in toy soldiers when I was a 
child” Bauman said, “ but it 
wasn't until after college that 
I became a serious collector.” 
The collection grew steadily as 
he purchased, traded and made 
additional pieces for it. 
“ By the standards of many 
collectors 
mine 
isn ’t 
too 
large” the Captain explained. 
“ But I have most of the more 
basic 
collection 
plus many 
pieces I’ve never seen in the 
collections of others ” One of 
the latter is a B ritish naval 
assault , team of 12 pieces, c ir­ 
ca 191Ó.' 
The soldiers range from 2’ 
to 3 inches in height. “The 
normal manufactured soldiers 
are sm aller than the ones we 
prepare and paint ourselves. 
The 
major 
manufacturer of 
completed lead soldiers went 
out of business in 1966 and, al­ 
though there is still a big trade 
potential for them, to gain new 
ones we have to prepáre our 
own These are already mold- 
ed, but have to be finished and 
painted. The painting in par­ 
ticular is quite an intricate 
task as we make every effort 
to make the various uniforms 
fully authentic.” 
Bauman does much of his 
trading by mail through the 
hobby magazine and other pub­ 
lications Although there areno 
clubs for lead soldier collect­ 
o rs in this area, he intends to 
become a member of a Los 
Angeles based club 
The captain displays some 
of his collection at his home 
at 1003 Mountain View on Van- 
denberg, where he lives with 
his wife, Donna Sue, son Todd, 
4, 
and daughter Shannon, 3. 
“ Of course it took me a little 


time to teach my children that 
the displayed soldiers weren’t 
toys’ 
he said. “ And, although 
I let my son play with some du­ 
plicates, the soldiers on dis­ 
play are strictly taboo.” 
Although Bauman’s collection 
ranges from English knights 
to a fairly modern American 
marine honor guard, he figures 
none of the item s was actually 
manufactured before 1930. “ It’s 
not easy to te ll” he explains, 
“ as they stopped dating them 
in the early 1900s. ” 
Among the item s of which 
he is most proud are a Brit­ 
ish horse-artillery set, which 
he values at $30, and a 20- 
piece band of the Cold-stream 
guards There are vehicles in 
his collection also, from Bren 
Gun c a rrie rs to support carts. 
However, 
there 
are 
no Air 
Force troops. 
“ The nearest 
thing to Air Force is a group 
of World War 11 Germ an para­ 
troopers” he grins. 
From Dallas, Texas, Capt­ 
ain Bauman is a graduate of 
East Texas State University. 
He entered the Air Force in 
March H66, coming to Van- 
denberg following Minuteman 
M issile School at GhanuteAFB, 
111 
“ I intend to add to my coll­ 
ection 
whenever 
possible,” 
Bauman reflected. “ It’s in ter­ 
esting to consider the honor 
and self-sacrifice represented 
by the many traditional uni­ 
form s of the soldiers from 
the past. Perhaps there isn’t 
as much difference as you might 
suppose between them and our 
modern 
Air 
Force m issile­ 
man.”

The estimated cost of said munLipal improvement is the sum of $500,000 
and the amount of the Indebtedness proposed to be Incurred for said municipal 
improvement is the sum of $500,000. 
Said estimated cost hereinabove stated for said municipal Improvement in­ 
cludes legal and all other fees Incidental to or connected with the authoriza­

Lock your car 


C rim e is booming, and one of the boomingest branches of 
it is autmobile theft. 
One out of every 107 cars in the nation was stolen last year, 
reports Michael J. Murphy, form erly New York City police 
com m issioner and now president of the National Automobile 
Theft Bureau, an investigative network m aintainedby m ore than 
400 insurance companies. 
That amounted to a total of 776,000 stolen cars, an increase 
of 18 per cent over 1967. Murphy predicts that more than a m il­ 
lion cars, worth m ore than $1 billion, may be stolen this year. 
"It is becoming m ore and more difficult to recover stolen 
c a r s ,” he says, "because thefts are now being perpetrated 
by car theft rings backed by organized crim e.” 
Auto theft r i n g s o f t e n steal c a rs by the dozens in one 6tate and 
sell them in another, with buyers lined up before the c a rs are 
stolen Last year, m ajor rings w e r e broken up in C alifornia, 
New York, Illinois and l ennessee. 
One New York ring was stealing $7,000 C adillacs in Mas- 
Tax system 


Talk of tax reform is in the air, but nothing very weighty 
in term s meaningful to the average citizen is likely to get off 
the congressional launching pad. T here are simply so many 
"average citizen s” that even a minor tax concession to them 
could be more than the government could afford.

sachusetts, registering them in New York and selling them there 
for $3,000 each. Another ring stole more than 50 $3,000 cars 
in New York and shipped them to South A m erica where they 
were snapped up for between $8,000 and $13,000 apiece. 
M otorists literally hold the key to curbing car thievery to a 
great extent — at least the casual, spur-of-the-moment kind — 
sim ply by taking the tim e to lock their cars whenever they park 
and taking the keys with them. 
All 1970 U S model cars will be equipped with locking sys­ 
tem s which autom atically lock the steering mechanism and 
transm ission once the ignition key is removed. Like door 
locks, however, they will do no good unless m otorists use them. 
A new law makes it a federal offense to sell m aster sets of 
car keys in interstate com m erce. Sim ilar individual state laws 
banning such sales are also needed. 
Eight states still do not require the presentation of certifi­ 
cate of title papers when a car is registered. Five of them are 
in the N ortheast, where car-theft rings are most prevalent. 


This is $17 billion com pared to the tens o r perhaps hun­ 
dreds of m illions that might be realized through tightening 
up the law regarding foundations o r real estate depreciation

This is not to argue that unfair tax loop-holes should not 
be closed w herever it is possible to do it without opening up new 
loopholes som ewhere else. Every little bit certainly helps. 
But it is the little bit from the little tax-payer, multiplied 
by the millions, which is and always will be the governm ent’s 
main support. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (NEA) 
Escalation of Russian-Chinese hostili­ 
ties has considerably weakened North Vi­ 
etnam ’s bargaining position at the P aris 
peace talks. 
Publicly, the Com­ 
m unists still main­ 
tain a bold front and 
employ 
the 
usual 
harsh language in the 
negotiations. 
Per­ 
haps they still hope 
that, by influencing 
public opinion in the 
United States, they 
will achieve gains at 
the bargaining table 
that they were unable to win on the 
battlefield. 
But tim e is no longer on their side. 
In the view of specialists on com mu» 
nism , American firm ness will succeed 
in bringing some peace to Vietnam much 
sooner than expected. 
The war, as President Nixon suggest­ 
ed, "w ill be settled in private rather 
than in public.” 
There is no doubt that North V ietnam 's 
war effort is in trouble because Hanoi 
can no longer ste e r a middle course 
between Moscow and Peking. 
In the early stages of the conflict 
it appeared the North Vietnam ese were 
ready to side with the Chinese. But even 
then there w ere signs that Ho Chi Minh 
was anxious to promote som e form of 
reconciliation between Moscow and Pek­ 
ing. 
However, 
Ho’s 
efforts were made 
p articu larly difficult by the fact that 
much of the Soviet - Chinese polem ics 
w ere concerned with Moscow’s and Pek- 
ng’s attitude toward the Vietnam ese war. 
Peking repeatedly accused the Rus­ 
sians of "com plicity with the United 


S tates” in forcing Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong to accept a negotiated settlem ent of 
the conflict. Mao Tse-tung even saw a 
Soviet plot to " s e ll out V ietnam .” 
Moscow, 
in turn, charged the Chi­ 
nese with helping the Am erican war ef- 
fort and of having agreed secretly with 
the United States not to interfere in the 
war as long as it did not touch C hina's 
own territo ry . 
The Russians also castigated the "M ao 
Tse-tung clique” 
for obstructing the 
shipment of their weapons to North Viet­ 
nam through China, or outright theft of 
some weapons by the Chinese Commu­ 
n ists. 
Hanoi, caught in the middle, supported 
neither side and periodically thanked 
both Moscow and Peking for their "s o l­ 
idarity and assistan ce.” 
But neutrality and fence-setting are 
luxuries that Com m unists, especially the 
Vietnam ese can no longer enjoy. 
As far as Moscow is concerned the die 
has been cast. According to party chief 


Leonid Brezhnev, there can be "no return 


to norm alcy” 
in the relations between 
R ussia and China while Mao Tse-tung 
rem ains at the helm in Peking. 
The R ussians now expect all loyal Red 
Chieftains to show up at the confer­ 
ence of world Com m unists when it con- 
venes in Moscow in May.

"im p erialist gangsters.” Hanoi’s lead­ 
e rs can certainly expect Peking’s hos­ 
tility and even m ilitary p ressu re if they 
decide to bow to R ussia’s demands. 
Loss of either R ussia’s or China’s 
support would substantially lessen North 
V ietnam 's ability to continue the war.

Tricky charade 


President Nixon’s March 26 anti-in­ 
flation proposal to Congress was pre­ 
ceded the day before by the first re­ 
cognition in many years of the buried, 
hush-hush fact that high taxes are in­ 
flationary. 
Inheriting the incredible $195.3 billion 
Johnson budget, Paul W. McCracken, 
chairm an of the Council of Economic 
A dvisers, 
was driven to endorse ex­ 
tending the 10 percent supertax before 
the Senate Banking Committee — but 
he put the terrible tax burden in the 
right perspective. 
It’s easy to see why 
politicians 
always 
talk about taxes as 
anti 
- 
inflationary. 
People 
don’t 
like 
taxes. They don’t like 
inflation. The polit­ 
ical problem, if you 
m ust raise taxes, is 
to show somehow that 
this helps the public 
w elfare as a "battle 
against inflation.” 
Mr. McCracken helped tear the sham 
off this tricky charade. 
Suppose the government spenders add 
a thousand dollars a year to your in­ 
come tax or mine, what happens to 
the money? They take it from us and 
spend it them selves. 
The money supply and the pressure 
of purchases has not been reduced by 
a single nickel. 
We have a thousand dollars less to 
spend for ourselves and our fam ilies. 
The bureaucrats have a thousand dol­ 
la rs m ore. 
Look what is happening under today’s 
political overspending. Taxes are the 
larg est single item in your cost of 
living. Nothing com es a close second. 
More than we spend for food, clothing 
and shelter we pay for taxes. Just the 
interest on the money the government 
has borrowed costs m ore than Wash­ 
ington budgets for health, welfare and 
education. No wonder the breadwinner 
can live on what he earns, but ends 
up behind the 8-bali — after 
taxes. 
Have you looked at your withholding 
taxes lately — the money you earn 
and never ever see? 
In the initial 
1937-49 period the Social Security tax 
shared by employees and em ployers was 
a combined $60. This year that bill 
will be $748. The benefits have only 
about doubled but the tax increase has 
been 1,140 percent! 
The truth is m erely one plus one, 
the sim plest kind of arithm etic. When 
taxes go up, take-home pay comes down. 
M illions need higher wages to liv^ on 
what they earn. This p resses wages 
higher and higher. Wages and taxes are 
prim e item s in the costs of production. 
P rice mount as wages mount and higher 
taxes fuel them both. Up goes the cost 
of living. 
M oreover, the governm ent’s currency 
rotating process passes the people’s tax 
money through a sieve of government 
overhead that drains off its value. It 
costs the government so much to run it­ 
self that, no m atter what the spending 
agencies do with the tax money leftover, 
great loss is sustained by the working 
people who supply the money in the first 
place. 
The only time an income tax is anti- 
inflationary is when it is used to re­ 
duce the government debt or in other 
\&ays used to lessen the money supply. 
But the incredible $195.3 billion John­ 
son budget m tkes anything like that im­ 
possible. 
It not only devours all the 
taxes but pumps more inflation into the 
balloon by the required borrowings to 
pay its own bills. 
Taxes have several profoundly im- 
• 
portant virtues. They are the means by 
which a properly managed government 
can pay as it goes. Thus they are the 
only real restraint on unlimited govern­ 
ment spending. But the spenders have 
made political hay by calling any re­ 
straint a “ myth.” 
They have done this by coupling to­ 
gether 
in the public mind two badly 
m isunderstood subjects (taxation and 
inflation), both of which are unpopular, 
and, oh, so heroically, present one as 
the solution for the other. Then they 
have the unmitigated gall to parade 
the solution under the banner: 
“ We 
don’t like high taxes, but inflation is 


worse, 
The only sure solution is to reduce 
the Washington overspending, cut the 
billions on billions of waste, chop the 
barnacles off the ever-growing bureau­ 
cracy and bring down the outflow so 
that taxes can come down. 
In taking this position Economic Ad-

viser McCracken and the President alike 
were 
talking 
fundamentals. 
If 
Con­ 
g ress refuses to support those fundam­ 
entals and continues politics as usual— 
the "tax , tax, spend, spend” abuse that 
m eans debt and inflation — the blame 
should be placed at the door of political 
greed, which is exactly where it belongs.
